M r. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney Jr.’s homebred colt, now the property of a syndicate, achieved an 
astounding 100% conception rate in the spring of 1985, his first season at stud. The BREED¬ 
ING REPORT on the facing page, attested to by the veterinarians who service Country Life 
Farm (Drs. W.E. Riddle Jr. and Thomas Bowman) and then notarized, lists the breeders and the mares 
who patronized ASSAULT LANDING in 1985. (The BREEDING REPORT depicts only conception, 
and does not pretend to ignore attrition due to early fetal death.)

WINDFIELDS FARM 



Windfields returns to the Eastern Fall marketplace for the first 
time since 1978, with a select group of 14 Maryland-bred colts 
and fillies poised for the Sunday, September 22 sale. Most of 
these youngsters are out of stakes-winning or stakes-producing 
mares. Included in the Timonium vendue are five by French 
champion Val de l’Orne (FR). This young stallion already has 
sired 22 stakes winners, including recent Canadian Oaks — 
Queen’s Plate victress La Lorgnette, only the second filly in 
history to win both Canadian classics. 

Also consigned are five from the third crop of promising young 
sire Gregorian. His son Imperial Choice recently annexed the 
Toronto Cup and Plate Trial S., both at Woodbine, and the 
classic Prince of Wales S. at Fort Erie and ran a strong second in 
the Queen’s Plate. He is also the sire of Rodrigue, who ran 
impressively to place in stakes in England last year. 

Rounding out Windfields’ consignment are two colts from the 
second crop of Master Willie (GB), himself a victor in three 
Group 1 events, and two colts by Epsom Derby winner *Snow 
Knight, sire of champions Awaasif and Snow Blossom.

Jervie Marshall's new stallion 

An unraced 3-year-old half-brother to 
champion Slew o' Gold has been acquired 
for 1986 stud duty at Jervis Marshall's White- 
hackle Farm in Upperco. The colt, named 
Iron, is by Mr. Prospector. 

Marshall reports that he and Joseph Geris 
of Bristow, Va., recently purchased Iron 
from Raceland Stables which is owned by 
Bill Perry and partners. 


"I heard about him through David White- 
ley," said Marshall. "David put me in con¬ 
tact with Seth Hancock who negotiated for 
Bill Perry. I'm absolutely thrilled with this 
colt. He's chestnut in color, stands 16.1 and 
looks like a million." 

Injured early this year while training in 
Florida, Iron was determined to have sus¬ 
tained a fracture of his left cannonbone. In 
addition to being a half-brother to $3.5-mil¬ 
lion winner Slew o' Gold, Iron is also a half- 
brother to Belmont Stakes winner Coastal, 
earner of nearly $500,000. 

Marshall has set a live foal fee of $2,500 on 
Iron. Shares are priced at $10,000. 

Forceful Intent to stud 

Dr. Pasquale DeFelice reports that his 
stakes-winning race horse Forceful Intent 
has been retired and will stand the 1986 sea¬ 
son at Spartan Farm in Lothian. Forceful In¬ 
tent, who earned over $170,000, will stand 
for a live foal fee of $4,000. 

Sired by Forceten (a son of *Forli), Forceful 
Intent is out of the Graustark mare Illusion¬ 
ary. Forceful Intent was a stakes winner at 3, 
accounting for the George Dickel Stakes and 
Minuteman Handicap. His best season came 
in 1984 as a 4-year-old when he finished 
second in the $150,000 John B. Campbell 
Handicap-G3 (losing by a nose to Island 
Champ) and also second in the $50,000 Na¬ 
tive Dancer Handicap and $50,000 Resolu¬ 
tion Handicap. 

Forceful Intent is a full brother to stakes 
winner Magic Ten. His second dam. Trans¬ 
lucent, is the dam of Peace For Peace 
($255,243), In a Trance ($167,732) and Tin 
Goose ($97,168). 

Dr. DeFelice, who also stands Proud 
Nashua and Rollicking Reds at his Spartan 
Farm, says that Forceful Intent will be syndi¬ 
cated but that share prices have not yet been 
determined.

Sports Palace Will Open 
At Laurel's Fall Meeting

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W hen Laurel Race Course opens this 
month, it will have something that no race 
track in North America has ever offered be¬ 
fore: 

A dazzling, $2-million James Bondish- 
looking sports and betting complex, with 
plenty of glamour and glitz, known as the 
Sports Palace. 

This futuristic betting compendium is de¬ 
signed to excite and titillate new and existing 
fans, and hopefully turn out to be an irresis¬ 
tible attraction to draw people to the track, 
like a Six Flags amusement center draws 
people to Baltimore's Inner Harbor. 


High tech video and computer equipment, 
now basic components of everyday life, will 
be used at a race track in ways they have 
never before been used. 

Features include: 

• Four mini-theatres with large 9' by 10' pro¬ 
jection screens showing sports events from 
all across the country, transmitted by special 
satellite dishes. 

• A video library cataloguing all Maryland 
races. Race videotapes will be stored and 
available by request from video librarians. 
The race tapes can be viewed on 11 VCR 
components and the call of the race heard on 
accompanying headphones.

• Computer handicapping system. Compu¬ 
ter terminals may be used to call up a myriad 
of statistical information on trainers, jockeys 
and horses running at the track. The infor¬ 
mation is entered in a central computer bank 
by a specially-hired data entry clerk and 
aides will be available to instruct fans on how 
to use the terminals. 

Adjoining these facilities will be a large 
casino-like room with a marble-topped bar, 
offering plush cocktail and wagering facili¬ 
ties. 

"It is an 8-month project that is being built 
in four months," said Lynda O'Dea, the dy¬ 
namic Laurel marketing executive who was 
forced to give up a similar job at Freestate 
Raceway in June to manage and co-ordinate 
the complex project. 

"It has always been a dream of Mr. (Frank) 
DeFrancis to build the ultimate room for 
sports fans," she said. "Well, this is it." 

"Actually," DeFrancis added, "Lynda 
took my idea and embellished it so much I 
don't know if I can call it mine anymore." 

What O'Dea is doing, and has been work¬ 
ing at in a feverish pitch all summer, is taking 
20,000 square feet of the drab grandstand at 
the northernmost end of Laurel and turning 
it into a utopia for sports fanatics. 

Laurel management set four goals after a 
highly successful and critically acclaimed 
winter meet: 1) make a major improvement 
to appeal to new people; 2) please existing 
fans; 3) attract people to the track and en¬ 
courage them to come back and 4) please the 
sophisticated fan. 

"People kept coming to me and saying 
'What are you going to do next, Mr. D.?' " 
DeFrancis said. "Well, this is the answer." 

If DeFrancis and his management team 
wanted to attract new fans, they figured they 
had to go to the market that is most attract¬ 
able. "What group did we figure wasn't 
coming?" O'Dea said. "Obviously, the peo¬ 
ple who are interested in sports. We wanted 
to bring them in on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons and give them something they 
can't get at home watching football on their 
TVs or at their neighborhood bars. Then, 
once we get them out of their living rooms,

we want to interest them in racing and kee A 
them coming back." 

The Sports Palace is designed to handle 
900 people and will employ approximately 
45 people when it is in full operation. "There 
will be 23 mutuel clerks, three bartenders, 10 
cocktail waitresses, three admissions people 
(the entrance cost is $6, a dollar more than 
the clubhouse), two video librarians, one 
data entry clerk, a hostess to make everyone 
feel welcome and several other people to 
explain the systems and walk people 
through," O'Dea said. "Obviously, it's quite 
an investment, but we expect the per capita 
betting in this room to be pretty high." 

O'Dea, who has worked for DeFrancis for 
11 years, has been in charge of construction 
of the facility from day one. 

"Without Lynda this would have been a 
nightmare," said DeFrancis. "There are two 
people in my life that I have met who can 
take economic data and break it down into 
understandable simplicity. They are Jim 
Mango, my mutuels manager at Freestate 
and Laurel, and Lynda O'Dea." 

O'Dea started to conduct a feasibility 
study in May to see if the existing technology 
was available to build a high tech sports cen¬ 
ter. "I had to learn about video equipment, 
then satellite dishes, then computers," she 
said. "For example, I called computer com¬ 
panies all across the country to see if they 
had existing hardware and software to build 
our computer handicapping center. No one 
who knew anything about computers knew 
anything about racing. But we got lucky. We 
were able to locate Dr. William Quirin, an 
author of two books on handicapping who is 
also a professor of computer science at Adel- 
phi University in New York. We hired him to 
build our computer center. We got especially 
lucky because he just happened to have the 
summer off." 

O'Dea got the go-ahead to start construc¬ 
tion on June 1. 

The Columbia Design Group from Colum¬ 
bia, Md., was hired to draw up architectural 
plans after O'Dea drew up a basic plan for 
the room. Bids were then taken from four 
construction companies. On June 10, the 
contract was awarded to Tri-Ess Contractors 
from Baltimore. They have had between 10 
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to 30 people working this summer installing 
walls, insulation, the mini-theatres, me¬ 
chanical components such as electrical and 
plumbing outlets, all the basic construction 
chores. 

"One of the hardest things has been to 
find people to work," O'Dea said. "The con¬ 
struction business is in a boom period right 
now in the Baltimore and Washington area, 
and it has been frustrating finding the right 
construction people when we need them." 

O'Dea is doing all the interior finishes her¬ 
self. 

"It is time-consuming, but interior design 
is one of my hobbies," she said. "If I have a 
friend who has bought a new house, I im¬ 
mediately get out the graph paper and tell 
them where to put the furniture. If I had a 
dream, it would be to be an architectural 
designer." DeFrancis credits O'Dea with re¬ 
designing the clubhouse dining room at 
Freestate which, he said, "I think is one of 
the most attractive public rooms I have 
seen." 

O'Dea studied catalogues at Columbia De¬ 
sign and also at the Design Group of Wash¬ 
ington to select the materials she wanted. 

"I also had to contact those companies and 
make sure they could have what I wanted 
delivered in a limited time span," she said. 

To explain the complexity, O'Dea went 
through a quick inventory: "There are 300 
lighting fixtures," she said. "They are com¬ 
ing from six different companies. There are 
900 chairs, but there are four different kinds 
of chairs and they are coming from four dif¬ 
ferent cities. The bottoms of the chairs come 
separately from the tops, and they are made 
by different companies. That's one thing I've 
discovered: Everybody has a specialty. 
When the chairs get here, it will take six 
people to assemble them. There are three 
different fabrics coming from three different 
cities. There are five different wall coverings, 
and one special laminate that is being flown 
in from Paris. There is 7,000 feet of custom- 
fitted silver wall trim, all designed to give the 
room a high-tech modem feeling. There are 
three different kinds of carpets, two different 

kinds of flooring. Well, it just goes on and

Frank DeFrancis' choice for project 
manager of his dream Sports Palace is 
Lynda O'Dea. 

O'Dea is among DeFrancis' select in¬ 
ner circle of executives that also includes 
Jim Mango, attorney Marty Jacobs and 
his son Joe DeFrancis. "They started 
with me at Freestate, and I must say in 
the year I left to work in state govern¬ 
ment (as secretary of economic develop¬ 
ment) they broke every record I ever set 
at Freestate and made it the number one 
track in the country in terms of growth." 

At Laurel, that DeFrancis inner circle 
expands to include track co-owners Bob 
and Tom Manfuso and general manager 
Ken Schertle. 

O'Dea is the lone woman race track 
executive in Maryland, and one of only a

O'Dea said she is confident the project will 
be completed on time and come in on bud¬ 
get. "We had to do the same thing when 
Frank bought Freestate," O'Dea said. "After 
four years of doing major improvements, I 
thought now we are over this and can con¬ 
centrate on business. Then he bought Laurel 
and we had to start all over again. Freestate is 
a little jewel, just the perfect size to handle 
our crowds comfortably. That was the one 
thing about Laurel that shocked me: the 
enormity of it all. Why, we were talking big 
dollars just to clean the windows." 

"I held my breath when Garden State and 
Canterbury Downs opened," DeFrancis 
said. "I was afraid they would steal some of 
our ideas. I tried to keep everything secret. 
Now, we are having national news organiza¬ 
tions inquire about doing Sports Palace 
stories and requests from different tracks to 
come and study this idea. But it's like unveil¬ 
ing a new baby. On opening day, I hope 
everyone will just like it as much as we do." □

handful of woman race track executives 
in the country. 

She once worked at Laurel as an eleva¬ 
tor operator in the Turf Club, but her rise 
to handling one of the most costly and 
complex building projects in that track's 
history has hardly been meteoric or 
overnight. It has involved years of hard 
work, disciplined thinking, assimilating 
realms of statistical data on diverse busi¬ 
ness enterprises and, to top it off, she is 
largely self-taught. 

"Lynda is just a work horse," said 
Katy Voss, president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. "I've been 
out to dinner with her, and she'll leave 
early and go home with a stack of files 
under her arm." 

"I've always been a bit different," 
O'Dea said. "For one thing, I always 
loved math which nobody else did in 
high school. And secondly, I was into 



modeling for a time when my children 
were small and I hated it. I prefer office 
work." 

O'Dea, who grew up in Bethesda, was 
raised largely by her father. "He was 
wonderful, but he worked hard and 
never got the financial rewards he de¬ 
served," she said. "He was in the insur¬ 
ance business. My mother was ill most of 
the time. I started working as a secretary 
when I was 15. During my senior year in 
high school, I had enough credits to 
graduate early, so my father arranged for 
me to take one English class in the morn¬ 
ing and I worked the rest of the day as a 
secretary for IBM. I was in the 60s gen¬ 
eration, but I never had the time to be¬ 
come a hippie. I was brought up to work 
for what you get and to work hard. I 
guess I got that from my dad who was a 
real do-it-yourselfer. He not only taught 
me how to do woodworking, but also 
how to sew. When I made my prom 
dress in senior high, I also made dresses 
for a lot of my friends. 







"I've always thought it offensive 
when people look at you and see only 
the fluff. I've sat in on business meet¬ 
ings, been the only woman there, and 
men look at me like I have some sort of a 
disease. 

"My family did not have enough 
money to send me to college. If I have 
one regret, it's that I didn't go to college. 
I think it would have pushed me into 
architecture. But I'm not really sorry. I 
have always enjoyed working and in the 
business world I've had the best teacher 
anyone could have in Frank DeFrancis. 
He is a perfectionist." 

O'Dea describes herself as the typical 
working mother of the '80s. "I'm di¬ 
vorced, have two lovely children and a 
career," she said. "Sometimes I think 
I'm too typical." O'Dea's children are 
Michael, 17, who will be a freshman this 
fall at Pace University in New York, and 
a daughter, Christina, 15, who is a soph¬ 
omore at Walter Johnson High School in 
Bethesda. "Sometimes I laughingly refer 
to them as the orphans," she said. "Mi¬ 
chael loves everything about racing. He 
is going to be a business major and I 
think he'll end up doing something in 
racing. Christina is trying to get all of her 
friends jobs at Laurel and I have to keep 
telling her that just because she has a 
mother in management, that doesn't 
mean they have the qualifications to 
work here." 

O'Dea started working for DeFrancis 
in 1974. Her first job was selling charter 
flights in a company that DeFrancis 
started on a dare. Says DeFrancis: "I was 
selling charter flights at $69 one way 
from Washington to Frankfurt and $62 
from Washington to London. We were 
overwhelmed with applications and we 
ended up doing almost all the overseas 
bookings for the Department of Defense. 
Lynda learned marketing in a very hard 
business. To make any money at those 
prices you had to make sure there were 
no empty seats on those planes. It was a 
market on the razor's edge." 

From there, O'Dea, who had shown a 
flair for statistics, began to oversee De¬ 


Francis' financial investments and it was 
"only natural that I go with him when he 
bought Freestate in 1980," she said. 

"There Frank had enough faith in my 
ability to put me to work in various de¬ 
partments. When he acquired the place, 
the internal management of the com¬ 
pany was an unbelievable mess. Every¬ 
thing was a mess. We had to set up new 
systems in just about every department, 
and most importantly we had to instill 
pride and positive qualities in the em¬ 
ployees. I was thrown into the market¬ 
ing end of things last year when he went 
into state government. I had started do¬ 
ing some things previously and I always 
thought there was a marketing person 
inside of me trying to get out." 

DeFrancis' way of doing things, ac¬ 
cording to O'Dea "is do something right, 
or don't do it." 

"We all feel we were really lucky to 
have the Freestate experience before he 
bought Laurel," O'Dea said. "I think we 
did a lot of things there through trial and 
error, and I think we know now what 
doesn't work. For example, you don't 
want low quality promotions, or dull 
promorions, or promotions that just shift 
people around. Some tracks spend thou¬ 
sands of dollars doing those things and 
it's just wasted money. Then again, 
some tracks just don't do anything at all. 
I think what we've learned is that you 
have to have major promotions, promo¬ 
tions that build momentum and keep 
people excited and coming back. You 
have to be aggressive, creative and go 
after people. You have to progress with 
the world around you. In some respects 
racing has been too traditionally orient¬ 
ed. People want quality, they want flair 
and they want gusto. You have to get 
people excited. You also have to put 
yourself in the shoes of the customer, 
and look at things the way he does. You 
have to be a real tough customer your¬ 
self, and I think that's where women are 
a little more demanding. Quality is more 
important to them than it is to men. I 
think every track should have women 
executives. Women are an important

part of the betting public. They also have 
more money to spend and more leisure 
time than a lot of men. 

“We know we are going to be success¬ 
ful at Laurel. This is too wealthy a mar¬ 
ketplace for us not to be successful, if we 
package things right. People are asking 
for things to do in this area, and they 
have a lot of leisure time. Racing is an 
unusual sport, and people need to un¬ 
derstand it. I don't know how many peo¬ 
ple have come out to the races for the 
first time and told me that they never 
knew it was so much fun. If we don't 
package it right the first time, we'll learn 
from our mistakes and do it until we get 
it right." 

DeFrancis credits O'Dea with setting 
up a network of 40 hosts and hostesses 
who interviewed fans at Laurel last win¬ 
ter and built a rapport with them. It was 
the initial meet for Laurel under the De- 
Francis regime. At that meet, within 
only five weeks of taking over the place 
and cleaning it up. Laurel set records for 
attendance and handle. 

“I think it was a success because the 
fans learned early in the game that we 
meant what we said—we were going to 
do everything in our power to accommo¬ 
date them," O'Dea said. "We hired the 
40 boys and girls to talk to the fans and 
find out what they want. I think manu¬ 


ally we went through about 20,000 ques¬ 
tionnaires. We'd do it at the end of the 
day. Patterns began to develop. 

“There was one thing that really 
stunned me. The fans really don't ask for 
much. They don't ask for gold-plated 
chairs. They want to feel welcome and 
they want to know that management 
cares about them. Frequently we got 
complaints about rude employees, and 
we'd go right to that employee and tell 
him about the complaint and ask him to 
help us out. Actually we got more sug¬ 
gestions than complaints. People want¬ 
ed little things that were easy to fix— 
adding more benches, no smoking 
areas, first aid kits in the bathrooms, bet¬ 
ter lighting. That is easy to fix in some 
areas. You just replace a 40 watt bulb 
with a 75 watt bulb. Those things are 
small, but the fan knows what he said 
was heard and it made a difference. This 
year we are going to have three or four 
hosts and hostesses available just to talk 
to fans, hear the little things, and serve 
as communicators between us and the 
public." 

One thing O'Dea doesn't plan on be¬ 
coming is a horsewoman. She is allergic 
to horses. “I'll just stay on this side of the 
glass," she said with customary candor, 
and then hurried off to yet another meet¬ 
ing with an electrical contractor. □

Young Larry Collmus 
Is Aspiring Announcer

Like a talented young actor getting dis¬ 
covered by a Broadway director, Larry Coll¬ 
mus—Maryland's new apprentice race track 
announcer—was "discovered" by Chick 
Lang Jr. in a deserted room on the upper 
story of the Pimlico press box area. 

"There's an empty room right above my 
office," says Lang, Pimlico's publicity chief. 
"Last spring I'd be sitting in my office and I'd 
hear somebody up there calling the races. At 
first I couldn't figure out where the sound 
was coming from. Then I went out in the hall 
and listened. I was impressed. Whoever was 
up there was a pretty good race caller." 

A short, comfortably stocky, easy-going 
18-year-old who had done odd jobs around 
the press box for the past few years, Larry 
Collmus was only practicing for his own 
benefit when he attracted Lang's attention 
last May. But from there he quickly ad¬ 
vanced to calling races over the track's public 
address system. At Lang's suggestion, Larry 
was given the opportunity to call one race a 
day at Bowie and Pimlico this summer, and 
Timonium followed through with the same 
arrangement. 

Response to the young announcer has 
been almost totally favorable. 

"Larry is a good learner, and he's enthusi¬ 
astic," comments Dick Woolley, the regular 
announcer at local tracks for the past 14 
years, who readily accepted Larry as his un¬ 
derstudy. 

Racing fans tend to be impressed by Lar¬ 
ry's descriptive style. "He gives you a lot of 
details: things like margins and fractions, 
and he does it all very fast," responds a long¬ 
time fan. 


Few jobs around a race track are more 
challenging than calling races. First, the an¬ 
nouncer memorizes each horse (by studying 
the silks during the ten minutes before post), 
then his task is to describe in smooth and 
accurate terms the positions of the various 
horses during the race. "It's not an easy 
thing to do no matter how old you are," Lang 
points out. "Larry has a few bugs and things 
to work out, but at his age everything is 
before him; I don't think it will be long before 
he finds a full-time announcer's job some¬ 
where." 
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Pimlico publicity director Chickie Lang has been 
helpful in getting 18-year-old Larry Collmus, a 
Mount St. Joseph High School graduate, started on 
a career as an announcer at Thoroughbred tracks. 

"I'd definitely like to make a career out of 
it," comments Larry, who started out teach¬ 
ing himself the skill "because it seemed like 
an easy thing to practice on my own." Lar¬ 
ry's father. Bob Collmus, is an engineer who 
has had the contract for the sound equip¬ 
ment at Timonium for a number of years. 
And it was through his father that Larry first 
came in contact with racing. "My father took 
me out to Timonium because he wanted to 
show me the kind of work he does," recalls 
Larry. "I wasn't all that interested in my 
father's work, but I really liked the atmo¬ 
sphere at the race track." 

Larry grew up in Ellicott City. He has a 
31-year-old sister and a 27-year-old brother; 
his mother died three years ago. In 1984 he 
was graduated from Mount St. Joseph High 
School in Catonsville, and he attended one 
semester at Loyola College before dropping 
out to go to work for the now-defunct Sports 
Eye newspaper. "I didn't like college; I don't 


see myself going back to college unless I have 
to," he says. Although he was a "fairly 
good" student in high school, he was not 
aware he had any special powers of concen¬ 
tration back then. "I guess I just get psyched 
up (for calling races)," he adds. 

"In the beginning I had to get over being 
nervous. Now it's a matter of keeping my 
concentration. The worst time I had was at 
Bowie when there was a race that had two 
horses with silks almost exactly alike. The 
horses were named Cedar Hawk and Time¬ 
less King. The only difference between them 
was that one had on yellow bandages. Well, 
one pulled up and the other was on top, and 
I called the wrong horse all the way through 
the stretch. I was upset. But everybody told 
me not to worry about it. I make a few errors 
here and there, but basically I haven't had 
any problems since." 

Collmus says it usually takes him no more 
than two minutes to memorize all the horses 
in a race, "especially if they're older horses 
and I've seen them before. Races with 2- 
year-olds I have to study more. The normal- 
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Collmus continued 


sounding names are the hardest. I drew a 
complete blank over one named Captain 
Dave. I had to keep saying that name over 
and over to memorize it." Larry still practices 
often by himself with a tape recorder, play¬ 
ing the tape back to catch his own mistakes. 

While he's intent on developing his own 
style, he admits to modeling himself some¬ 
what after ESPN announcer Dave Johnson 
("to me he's the best in the business") and 


Tom Durkin, an announcer for Hollywood 
Park and Meadowlands. 

Larry has yet to even begin to support 
himself at his chosen career (he wasn't paid 
for his work at Pimlico or Bowie). But he was 
this year's publicity director at Timonium, 
where he also had the job of calling in the 
results to radio stations. 

And as for the future—well, many an 18- 
year-old would envy him. □ 


Starting Young Not Unusual 
Among Track Announcers 


Larry Collmus is not the youngest 
person ever to call races over a track's 
public address system. At least three 
other professional race track announcers 
got started that early. 

Jack Riggs was 17 years old when he 
landed a job as announcer at Freehold 
Raceway back in 1947. The following 
year he served as track announcer for 
Monmouth Park, and at the age of 19 he 
became the regular track announcer at 
Gulfstream Park, where he remained 22 
years. 

Now the announcer for all harness 
tracks in Michigan, Riggs says: "In the 
beginning I also did some publicity and 
worked at a few places as an official. 
That's the way it was in those days—you 
did a little of everything." 

Alan Buchdahl, 29, currently the full¬ 
time announcer for Santa Anita's Oak 
Tree meeting, called his first race when 
he was 18 years and and two months old. 
"I went to work for Santa Anita right out 
of high school, and I'd always had aspi¬ 
rations toward being a track announcer," 
remarks Buchdahl, who also produces a 
nightly television show on racing which 
is seen throughout Southern California. 
"I made a tape which Jimmy Kilroe (San¬ 
ta Anita's director of racing) listened to, 
and the track put me to work." 


Trevor Denman—who two years ago 
took over as announcer at Santa Anita 
and Del Mar—began calling races pro¬ 
fessionally at the age of 18, back in his 
home town of Durban, South Africa. He 
was a backup to the track's more experi¬ 
enced announcer for seven years, before 
becoming a senior announcer at the age

of 25. "That's the system they have over 
there," Denman explains. "The senior 
announcer calls six races a day, and the 
backup calls three." 

Denman, now 33, says he had been 
planning to be a jockey until he grew too 
tall. At 14, he started practicing calling 
races into a tape recorder. And when he 
was 16, he applied for an announcer's 
job. "When I applied, there were no 
openings. But they put my application 
on record, and two years later they called 
and asked if I were still interested. 

"You've got to be young when you 
start out calling races," adds Denman. 
"When you're young you are keen, and 
you have a feeling for it. The job must be 
a lot harder to learn when you're older. "□ 
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Barbara Kees' 
Mare Is Again 
Fair Champion 

For the second year in a row, Barbara 
Kees' 8-year-old broodmare Lydia Ann was 
pinned grand champion of the Maryland 
State Fair's Thoroughbred show held at Ti- 
monium last month. 

Reserve championship went to Julie and 
Hal Qagett's suckling colt foal by Val de 
TOme (Fr) out of Golden Bullet. He was also 
awarded the show's junior championship. 

Mrs. Kees, of Sparks, Md., was presented 
the Mary Stewart Gadd Challenge trophy 
(which goes annually to the grand cham¬ 
pion) by Mary Thomas, acting general man¬ 
ager of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation. Mrs. Thomas also presented an award 
to Mrs. Kees for showing the best Maryland- 
bred. 

The gray broodmare champion is by Ele¬ 
phant Walk out of Third Princess. 

Mrs. Kees, a Maryland race track trainer 
for more than 30 years, has now exhibited 
Timonium's grand champion three times— 
her first such victory taking place "in about 
1948." 

Golden Bullet, dam of the reserve cham¬ 
pion, was herself the show's grand cham¬ 
pion in 1982 and 1983. She was the reserve 
champion in 1984 and this year was named 
reserve senior champion. Golden Bullet is a 
9-year-old daughter of Restless Native and is 
out of Golden Spike.

Kesslers Start 
Breeding Farm 
At Liberty Hill

Jf ifty-year-old Elliott Kessler is a happy 
man. "My fantasy has come true," he says, 
gesturing toward the ample pastures of his 
45-acre Liberty Hill Farm in Mt. Airy (Md.). 
"Most people are disappointed in their fan¬ 
tasies. But mine has turned out to be every¬ 
thing I ever expected." 

It has been four years since Kessler and his 
wife Lucy gave up their conventional life in 
Potomac and directed themselves toward 
the strenuous task of developing a commer¬ 
cial breeding farm. So far they have had time 
to sell only one crop of yearlings (although 
the Kesslers had a triumph of sorts last 
spring when one of their fillies was pinned 
grand champion of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association yearling show). Yet 
Mr. and Mrs. Kessler obviously find farm 
routine rewarding. 

"I work hard at this," declares Kessler, 
who is the owner of an automobile leasing 
company in Beltsville. "I don't consider my¬ 
self a gentleman farmer. Right now. I'm put¬ 
ting in three days a week at my auto leasing

business and four days on the farm. I muck 
stalls and creosote fences—and enjoy doing 
it. If I sat back and gave orders, I wouldn't 
enjoy the farm so much." 

The Kesslers knew almost nothing about 
breeding Thoroughbreds when they pur¬ 
chased their farm four years ago. "But I 
didn't know much about auto leasing, eith¬ 
er, when I started my own company 23 years 
ago," says Mr. Kessler. "I like learning new 
things. I've always believed you pay for your 
education by your mistakes; hopefully you 
don't make too many mistakes." 

Oddly enough, Mr. and Mrs. Kessler trace 
their keen interest in horses back to an ele¬ 
phant ride several years ago. "I used to work 
for the circus (as manager of the mail order 
department in Ringling Brothers Bamum & 
Bailey's main office in Washington, D.C.)," 
states Mrs. Kessler. "One year the circus was 
playing at the D.C. Armory and the Capitol 
Centre. Elliott and I were dating then (the 
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Kesslers have been married seven years), 
and as a kind of lark I asked him if he wanted 
to ride one of the elephants in the Animal 
Walk—the parade that leads up to the circus. 
Neither one of us realized what we were 
getting into. We thought it would be a short 
ride. But, as it turned out, we were up on 
those elephants for the better part of six 
hours. Once the elephant stands up, there's 
no way you're getting down." 

After that arduous experience Elliott, who 
had been an avid trail rider for many years, 
convinced Lucy that "if she could ride an 
elephant, she could certainly ride a horse." 

The Kesslers began spending part of every 
summer at a dude ranch in Wyoming, and 
loved it so much that five years ago they 
were thinking about settling permanently 
out West. Instead, they ended up buying a 
spectacularly beautiful farm in the wide 
open hills of Frederick county. The Kesslers' 
farm, which includes a 200-year-old house 


and an historic family graveyard, was pur¬ 
chased from local veterinarian Bill Heffner. 

"Only after we moved in did we make the 
conscious decision to get into the horse busi¬ 
ness," remarks Mr. Kessler, who had grown 
up in College Park, where his father owned 
and operated a restaurant. "We went to 
three or four auctions, trying to study the 
market. And we read as much as we could. 
We had some good friends—Erwin Mendel- 
son and David and Jo Anne Hayden—who 
were already involved in racing, and we 
gathered advice from them." 

They purchased their first horse, a mare 
named Dawdle (by Tarleton Oak out of 
Auntie Barbie by Prince Shimmer), at the 
1982 Maryland Summer Mixed sale for 
$5,200. Dawdle was carrying a foal by Pocket 
Park when the Kesslers got her. Since then. 
Liberty Hill Farm has expanded to own 10 
broodmares, as well as shares in the stallions 
Prince Street, Affiliate and Hail Emperor. 
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"In 1984 we bred eight mares, and last 
spring we got eight foals," says Kessler. 
"This year, nine out of our ten mares got in 
foal. I give a lot of credit to our veterinarian, 
Peter Radue, who has kind of held us by the 
hand all along, and our farm manager Roger 
Sears." Although the Kesslers were helped 
out on the farm this summer by Elliott's 19- 
year-old daughter from his previous mar¬ 
riage, Cindy, Roger Sears is their only regu¬ 
lar farm employee. 

"One thing that may be different about 
our farm is that we send no mares out to be 
boarded," relates Kessler. "We do all our 
breeding off the farm. When a mare begins to 
look like she's coming in season, I call up the 
farm where she's due to be bred and give 
them a few days notice. Then we ship her up 
there and back on the same day. I tease the 
mares myself in the mornings before I go to 
work, and I watch every breeding, so I really 
get to know what's happening with every 
one of our mares.' 

Liberty Hill Farm marketed its first two 
yearlings at the Maryland Sales Agency De¬ 
cember Mixed sale last year. This year the 
Kesslers have consigned five yearlings—two 
fillies by North Tower and Full Partner and 
three colts by Prince Street, Silver Badge and 
Daniri (Fr)—to the Fasig-Tipton yearling 
sales in September and October. "Our plan 


is to offer all our yearlings for sale, and race 
the ones that don't sell for what we think 
they should bring," comments Kessler. 

Included in this year's sales package are 
the North Tower filly who was the yearling 
show grand champion and a filly by Full 
Partner who placed second in her class at the 
annual MHBA show. "We couldn't have 
been any happier (after the yearling show) if 
we had won the Kentucky Derby," states 
Mrs. Kessler. "Well—almost, anyway. It 
was just a really big thrill to us to have our 
yearlings gain that kind of recognition from a 
judge like Jack Van Berg." 

Although they are far from making a profit 
off their horse investments up to this time, 
the Kesslers are patient business people. 
"We don't expect to make money right 
away. Our business is still growing. We 
don't anticipate making any money this 
year, and we'll be fortunate to make any next 
year," remarks Mr. Kessler. "But I believe 
we have gotten into the business at the right 
time. The racing industry in Maryland is at 
the bottom right now, but it seems to be 
going in an upward direction. We're really 
looking forward to the future." □

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I want $25,000 for the Leukemia Society 
(the 1985 show beneficiary). Everything I do 
is geared to that," emphasizes Diane Rachu- 
ba of Marriottsville, first-term chairman for 
the Baltimore Grand Prix Jumping Classic 
held each year at the Civic Center on the first 
weekend in October. 

"I also want our sponsors to come back 
next year," Rachuba continues, "to enjoy 
what they see and to have some excitement 
and fun." 

On the American grand prix circuit, where 
the Baltimore show offers the first jumping 
competition of the indoor season, corporate 
sponsorship has developed considerable im¬ 
portance in determining a show's profit mar¬ 
gin. 

"Corporate sponsorship transfers the bur¬ 
den of funding the sport from the owners 
and riders to the sponsors and spectators," 
states Leonard King, president of the Ameri¬ 
can Grand Prix Association. 

In return, major sponsors such as Rolex, 
Mercedes-Benz, Almaden Vineyards and 
Miller Saddlery say that they have gained 
access to a select, high-income market. Ac¬ 
cording to statistics compiled by the AGA, 
3.5 million American horse owners have an 
average income of $60,000. This is the group

who can buy a $9,000 watch and a $40,000 
automobile. 

"Locally, we've also received wonderful 
support from within our own community," 
says Rachuba. "Classes for all three days 
(October, 4, 5 and 6) are fully sponsored. 
This translates to $65,000 income in this area 
alone." 

Businesses such as Towson Valley Mer¬ 
cedes, H&S Bakery, Wakefield Farm, Tow- 
sontown Centre, First National Bank, Com¬ 
mercial Contracting Corporation, Rachuba 
Enterprises, DeChiaro Limited Partner¬ 
ships, Baltimore Travel Plaza, Gussini Shoes 
International, D&H Distributors, Maryland 
Insurance Management Industries, Ulster 
Scientific, Shockey Racing Stables, Willow 
Wood Farm, Diversified Investment Indus¬ 
tries and Johnson, Mirmiran and Thompson 
are among the local backers. 

To entertain this broader audience drawn 
to the sport by business affiliation, Diane 
Rachuba as chairman has planned a gala '50s 
rock party at the Civic Center after Saturday 
night's performance. Open to the public at 
$45 per person, the admission fee includes a 
prime seat at the horse show plus music, 
dancing, buffet and open bar afterwards 
from 10 p.m. until 2 a.m. 

Even more exclusive, open only to spon¬ 
sors, riders, owners and trainers, will be 
Sunday's Venetian buffet victory party fol¬ 
lowing the $50,000 Baltimore Grand Prix. 
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Rachuba continued 

"To further promote the show, on Sep¬ 
tember 29 we are planning a carriage mara¬ 
thon and parade through the streets of 
downtown Baltimore," Rachuba explains 
with great enthusiasm, "and Zim Zemarel's 
orchestra will be on stage during the show 
on Saturday and Sunday to entertain the 
audience between classes." 

Above and beyond the frills, a show of this 
caliber also provides horse lovers an oppor¬ 
tunity to watch America's foremost show 
jumpers, including those responsible for our 
Olympic honors in 1984. 

"All the top riders will be here: Fargis 
(Olympic gold medalist), Homfeld (silver 
medalist), everyone you would expect to 
find competing at this high level," says Ra¬ 
chuba. "Baltimore has become an important 
stop in the circuit." 

This year the Baltimore Grand Prix is also 
one of the 16 qualifying classes for the FEI/ 
Volvo World Cup Show Jumping Finals to be 
held in Goteborg, Sweden, April 9-13. Elev¬ 
en riders from the East Coast League, plus 
defending champion Conrad Homfeld, will 
be chosen to represent the United States. 

In addition to her interest in the Leukemia 
Society, Diane Rachuba has a personal at¬ 
tachment to this particular sport. She herself 
grew up in the Baltimore area, riding ponies 
and horses and showing at nearby shows. 
However, it is the Rachubas' 22-year-old 
daughter, Kim, who is now intimately in¬ 
volved in the show horse world. 

"My husband (Larry) and our sons (Ray, 
23, and Christopher, 19) don't ride. So their 
interest in the horses is minimal," says 
Diane. "Teresa, who is 21, used to show but 
now she too has developed other interests. 
Kim is the one who wants this sport to be her 
life." 

Kim, a 1983 graduate of Villa Julie College, 
started riding ponies at age 11 and now leads 
the nation in the second year green hunter 
division with a Thoroughbred gelding 
named Whadyasay. This talented animal 
was champion or reserve every week for 
nine consecutive weeks on this season's 
Florida horse show circuit. 

"Whadyasay is a great horse," smiles Kim, 
"but what I really want to do is ride in the 
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grand prix jumper division. I'm probably a 
year away from that, but that's my dream." 

To realize her goal, Kim is coached by the 
current No. 1 rider in the AGA standings, 
Virginian Katie Monahan. 

Mercedes Rider of the Year in 1982 and 
USET member for the 1980 alternate Olym¬ 
pics, Monahan finished fourth in the 1984 
year-end standings. Among her outstanding 
horses are Jethro, Noren and a Maryland- 
bred, The Jones Boy. Her winning mount 
this year is Mrs. Averill Harriman's The 
Governor. 

"Three years ago I had a horse named 
Streetfighter and we were just awful," gri¬ 
maces the usually cheerful Kim. "We needed 
some help and we know that Katie is the 
best." 

In a world where competitors spend three- 
quarters of the year on the road, Monahan 
takes on only eight to ten students, "and she 
doesn't stand for any nonsense," observes 
Diane Rachuba. "Katie expects her students 
to be totally dedicated." 

"But Kim is a great student," counters 
Katie. "When I teach someone, I try to teach 
them more than going in a ring and going 
over eight jumps. I try to get all my students 
teaching the younger kids, developing an 
eye for a horse, working with unschooled 
'greenies.' I want them to understand the 
whole process. They can have a future in this 
business beyond riding. There's so much 
here for a young rider. Kim is one who will 
really go far." 

Just this summer, the Rachubas purchased 
the horse that they all hope will carry Kim to 
the top grands prix. Karina is a huge, strong 
5-year-old chestnut mare of French jumping 
lines by Ibrahim, the sire of Olympic Rider 
Melanie Smith's 1978 Horse of the Year, Val 
de Loire. 

"Karina is our dream come true as a grand 
prix horse," remarks Diane. "We looked 
everywhere before we found what we want¬ 
ed. We really feel she can do it." 

"She's only been here a month," adds 
Monahan, "but the mare has all the natural 
potential. It's all easy for her." 

Complementing the superior show horse 
stock at 130-acre Willow Wood Farm in 
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Howard county (and sometimes competing 
with them, according to Diane Rachuba) is 
the farm's small Thoroughbred breeding 
operation. 

"My father (Ralph DeChiaro) is very in¬ 
terested in race horses. Right now he has a 
2-year-old namesake, Rafael's Dancer, by 
Northern Baby out of our mare Bannock¬ 
burn, who is in training in California with 
Charlie Whittingham. They are talking Der¬ 
by and the whole thing," laughs Diane. 

"Kim and I, of course, want to raise grand 
prix horses," she continues. "We bred our 
good hunter mare. Dowdy Feathers, and she 
has a yearling filly by Gala Harry and a 
weanling colt by Christopher R. These two 
could go to the races or to the show ring. 

"Bannockburn has a Bold Forbes weanling 
colt and is in foal to Miswaki this year and 
scheduled to go to Halo next year. Those are 
strictly for racing." 

"The show market has increased tremen¬ 
dously in just the last five years. We're get¬ 
ting into something that is a necessity: 
breeding our own jumpers," observes Katie 
Monahan, who stands her French-bred stal¬ 
lion, Noren, 1982 AGA Horse of the Year, at 
Hamilton Farm in Massachusetts. "The 
Europeans have been doing that for centur¬ 
ies and that's why the Americans who are 
serious about show jumping are buying in 
Europe, for bone, strength and tempera¬ 
ment. The sport is too competitive today for 
us to rely on Thoroughbreds that didn't 
make it at the track. But if we can mix these 
European bloodlines with our good Thor¬ 
oughbreds, they'll be fantastic." 

At Willow Wood, this means the 16-stall 
bam is filled to capacity and plans are in the 
works for a new 6-stall broodmare bam. 

"The Baltimore Jumping Classic is a first 
class event on a first class circuit," says Diane 
Rachuba, mother and chairman. 

"One of the most unusual things about the 
Rachubas is the cooperation and dedication

of this mother-daughter team," adds Katie 
Monahan, coach and trainer. 

"I think it's because we both love the sport 
so much that we make it give and take; we 
have respect for each other's ideas," con¬ 
cludes Kim Rachuba, daughter and rider. 

In one form or another, the Rachuba fam¬ 
ily expects to be involved with horses for a 
long time to come—and always striving for 
the win position. □

Regarding her fantastically valuable Aly- 
dar—The Very One filly, Helen Polinger ex¬ 
plained why the yearling had to be with¬ 
drawn from the Saratoga sales last month: 

"She had suffered a capped hock on the 
farm earlier this year, and she somehow re¬ 
injured it on the van trip up here. So we 
decided it was better to scratch her than have 
her limping around when pulled in and out 
of her stall." 

Mrs. Polinger added that the filly is for sale 
privately at $1 million. 

Also consigned to the sale by Mrs. Polin¬ 
ger was a Lord Gaylord—Glamour Girl 
(Arg) Maryland-bred colt which she owned 
in partnership with John Merryman. The colt

was bought at $75,000 by the Maktoums of 
Dubai and will be shipped to England. 

Said Mrs. Polinger: "That colt was sold to 
dissolve a partnership. I now own the mare." 

There were seven other Maryland-breds 
sold at Saratoga. Consignor comments fol¬ 
low: 

Jim Ryan on his colt by The Minstrel out of 
Fair Renown who sold for $20,000: "Obvi¬ 
ously I was disappointed. But if you can't sell 
him at Saratoga, where are you going to sell 
him? We brought our horses up here to sell, 
so we sold them." 

For his filly by Danzig out of Valmara, 
Ryan got $125,000: "Overall, I was pleased 
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with that price." The filly was bred in part¬ 
nership with Bob Kirkham and was bought 
by Ted Sabarese. 

Irv Tillman sold two yearlings—one by 
The Minstrel and the other by Affirmed. 

The Cockeysville breeder commented: 
"When you consider that I had more than 
$150,000 invested in the colt by The Minstrel, 
you can see that I didn't make out at all well 
when he was knocked down (to Allen Paul¬ 
son) for $100,000. People seem to have gone 
negative on The Minstrel. Don't ask me 
why." 

The colt is out of Asbury Mary, dam of 
Maryland-bred champion Jameela who 
earned over $1 million. 

Continuing his comments, the owner of 
Rolling Mill Farm added: "I figured that a 
horse by a stallion like The Minstrel coming 
out of a mare like Asbury Mary would surely 
have brought more than that. I had a reserve 
of $99,000 and that was just to get things 
going. If I had known he would bring only 
$100,000, I'd have brought him home and 
raced him." 

Later in the sale Tillman sold an Affirmed 
colt out of Sarah Percy. He brought $50,000 
and Tillman expressed himself as being 
"shocked." Said the automobile dealer: 
"That was a gangbuster colt. Splendid look¬ 
ing animal. The only answer is that Affirmed 
isn't a fashionable stallion right now." De¬ 
spite his disappointment, Tillman says he 
will continue to breed to Affirmed. "I am 
going to send two of my best mares to him 
next year. I think he will be a great stallion 
one day. I don't think he's been managed too 
well. He hasn't gotten the right mares. I 
think he'll be like Secretariat. People were 
disappointed in him for a while, but now 
he's proving himself." 

As it turned out, Tillman wasn't the only 
one disappointed with the price of a Mary¬ 
land-bred Affirmed yearling. Landon 
Knight, son of the founder of the Knight- 
Ridder Publishing Co., who has a farm in 
Ohio, received only $30,000 for an Affirmed 
colt out of Active Voice. 

"That was one of the biggest disappoint¬ 
ments I have had since I have been in the 
breeding business," said Knight, who had 


the colt foaled in Maryland because he 
planned to send the mare back to El Gran 
Senor at Windfields. "Someone from Cali¬ 
fornia (Howard Baker) bought him and I 
would imagine he is going to pinhook him. I 
would think he made a good buy." 

Knight, who sold a Maryland-bred year¬ 
ling by Assert (Ire) for $1,500,000 at the 
Keeneland Summer Select Sale in July, 
blamed a lack of communication with his 
agent, Nydrie Stud, for not having the colt 
sent back to him. 

"I blame myself for that," said Knight, 
whose farm is located outside of Akron. "I 
didn't know exactly what he would bring but 
I thought it would be a lot more than that. He 
should have come home at that price."

The remaining two Maryland-breds to go 
through the ring were bred by Maje and 
Mary Odom at their Marydel Farm near 
Chesapeake City. Both yearlings were colts, 
one by Stage Door Johnny and the other by 
Drone. The Stage Door Johnny sold for 
$48,000 and the Drone for $50,000. 

"I couldn't believe the Drone colt only 
went for $50,000," said Dr. Smiser West, 
whose Waterford Farm in Midway, Ky., act¬ 
ed as agent for the Odoms. "I thought for 
sure he would have brought at least $100,000 
if not $150,000. 

"I figured the Stage Door Johnny colt 
would go low because he had only one de¬ 
scended testicle," West added. 

West said the low prices were indicative of 
a trend throughout the entire breeding in¬ 
dustry. 

"Buyers are being very selective," West 
said, "and that is going to make breeders 
very selective. You have to think twice now 
about some of the stud fees. For the most 
part I would say a lot of them are out of line. 
They are going to have to start to come 
down." □ 
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Solter Family Excels 
In Horse Show World

Deverly Solter, nee Brooks, joined the 
horse world at an early age, growing up in 
northern Virginia near Fairfax. "I started fox¬ 
hunting with Bull Run when I was 8," she 
recalls. "My father and I went out together in 
all kinds of weather, every chance we had. In 
fact, he was still hunting with Sedgefield in 
North Carolina until three years ago and he's 
now 80 years old." 

Today, however, Beverly Solter has taken 
a different tack. She trains topflight show 
horses and jumpers from her Amberley 
Farm in Upperco, Baltimore county. Her 18- 
year-old daughter Elizabeth rides many of 
the barn's champions; second daughter Kris¬ 
tin, age 15, makes a tidy sum braiding manes 
and tails at the shows; sons Tom, 13, and 
John, 9, help with the farm; and husband 
Richie is "director of maintenance," accord¬ 
ing to his wife, when he is not acting as a 
vice-president at the Equitable Bank. 

"It's a true family operation," says Bev. 
"Jane Tyrie, who also works as a paralegal, 
helps out as farm manager and truck driver, 
and many of my students pitch in too, but 
there's so much to do that the whole group of 
us really pulls together." 

Showing horses came as a natural adjunct 
to foxhunting and Beverly participated as a 
child and teenager in local summer competi¬ 
tions put on by Virginia hunt clubs. 

"From the beginning, I always loved 
showing," she remembers. "Then, when I 


was in college at Mary Washington, I started 
giving lessons to local children as well as 
riding myself. After I was married, I turned 
to teaching my own children and neighbor¬ 
hood pony clubbers when we lived in Glen 
Arm. Finally, about 10 years ago, we moved 
up to the A shows. As we became more 
successful, my business mushroomed and 
people sent us new and better horses. Now 
I'm not so much a teacher as a trainer and 
coach." 

Elizabeth and Kristin Solter debuted in the 
showring almost before they could walk. By 
6 years old, they too were veterans. 

"I think I was a pushy mother," laughs 
Beverly, "but in my own enthusiasm, I 
didn't even think about it. I can remember 
having a size 2 riding coat for Kristin and the 
tiniest boots you ever saw. 

"Yet when they were little, I never tried to 
make it regimented. We played a lot, rode 
through the woods bareback or double, just 
having a good time. They had fun and 
learned to cope with a variety of conditions. 
They really understand what riding a horse 
is all about." 

As teenagers, both Elizabeth and Kristin 
are making a vocation of horses, although in 
the last two years Kristin (who rode the 
Maryland small pony champion, Shenan¬ 
doah Cherish, in 1978 and 1979) has forsaken 
riding the animals for braiding them. 
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Solters continued 

"I can make very good money at this," 
grins the bubbly blonde with perfectly man¬ 
icured hands. "The best day, I made $600. Of 
course, I was braiding steadily from 10:30 in 
the morning until 2 the next morning. I don't 
think I'd want to repeat that performance 
soon again." 

Nevertheless, at $15 for a mane and $10 for 
a tail, requiring a total time of about one hour 
for both, Kristin is in constant demand at 
horse shows. 

In turn, Elizabeth pursues her dream of 
being the top rider in the country by showing 
as many horses as she can. At the recent 
Deep Run Show (June 19-22) in Manakin, 
Va., she rode four small junior hunters, four 
large junior hunters, one large pony and 
three horses in the schooling, low and spe¬ 
cial divisions, finishing the weekend with 
two championships, two reserves, and a 
fourth for the prestigious Bryan Trophy. 

"Elizabeth has been champion or reserve 
40-some times this season in the junior divi¬ 
sion alone," states her proud mother and 
trainer. "On California Kid, she has been 
champion or reserve 12 times at A shows 
through August 1, 1985, which puts him 
about 12th in the country." 

A senior this year at Hereford High 
School, Elizabeth admits that riding and 
schooling all these horses is not an easy task 
but well worth it from her point of view. 

"Now that this is my last year as a junior 
(rider under age 18 as of January 1), I feel that 
this is what I want to do with my life; I want 
to continue as a professional," the tall athlete 
explains. "After graduation, I plan to take a 
year off from school to see how I like show¬ 
ing full time. I already know how difficult it 
is to combine both because we're away so 
much. But college is important too so I'll 
probably go somewhere close to home so I 
can still ride." 

To close out her junior career, Elizabeth is 
piloting some of the highest quality horses 
she has ever ridden. Black Magic, a 14-year- 
old Thoroughbred owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
James Green of York, Pa., is now fourth in 
the national American Horse Shows Associ-

ation junior hunter standings. In 1984, the 
dark brown gelding was grand champion at 
the well-known Upperville (Va.) Horse 
Show and grand champion of Virginia at the 
end of the year. 

"Black Magic started out as Mr. Green's 
foxhunter," remarks Bev, "but he's quite a 
bit more than that now. In fact, someone 
offered the Greens a blank check for him, but 
they have no interest in selling."

Only 7 years old, another champion, 15.3- 
hand California Kid, also has some mileage. 
He was grand champion at Upperville, Kes¬ 
wick and Roanoke and is the leading small 
junior hunter on the Mary land-Virginia cir¬ 
cuit. 

"California is owned by Heather Pollard of 
Upperville and she could have sold him to 
the top trainers in the United States a dozen 
times this summer," says Beverly. "He's 
raced, hunted, evented and now really is 
coming into his own in the show ring. We 
expect him to go to the Garden (Madison 
Square Garden in New York City, the last 
and premier show of the season) this year." 

"I'd have to say that that has been my 
greatest accomplishment so far," says Eliza¬ 
beth quietly and only on prompting, "to be 
grand champion at Upperville, the oldest 
show in America, for two years in a row. That 
was nice." 

"She was also reserve large junior hunter 
champion on Alliance at Upperville," adds 
her mother. "Elizabeth has a God-given tal¬ 
ent that you just can't teach. She has a feel 
for the animal and a wonderful eye." 


In addition to the horses and ponies that 
Elizabeth and Kristin have ridden, Beverly 
Solter has also been responsible for training 
and coaching others. In the 1984 season, 
C'est Moi was large pony grand champion of 
Virginia, grand champion at Devon (Pa.), 
and Pony of the Year in Maryland with Sol- 
ter-student and owner Lisa Hammond in the 
saddle. Solter also trained Wendy Bartko's 
Guardsman to the amateur jumper champi¬ 
onship in Maryland and Virginia, and Smart 
Cookie to be second in the country in the 
1983 large green pony hunter division. 

"We've had so many good ones and 
they're good for so many different reasons. 
One of the most important things is match¬ 
ing the right animal to the right rider. That's 
been the key to our success," relates Bev. 
"My two favorites, I think, are C'est Moi and 
Famley Blue Chip, who was large pony 
champion of the Florida circuit. I believe they 
are two of the greatest in the United States. 

"We all really work at our jobs and we've 
been lucky to have such nice horses. I hope 
the very best one is yet to come!" □

Kattegat's Pride retired 

The top Maryland-bred race mare Katte¬ 
gat's Pride was retired last month after fin¬ 
ishing last in Pimlico's $50,000 Straight Deal 
Handicap. Winner of ten stakes, the 6-year- 
old daughter of North Sea accumulated 
earnings of $511,812. 

Kattegat's Pride was voted a divisional 
Maryland-bred championship three consec¬ 
utive years. She was Maryland's best 3-year- 
old in 1982 and Maryland's champion filly or 
mare in 1983 and 1984. 

Five of her stakes scores were at Laurel, 
four at Pimlico and one at Bowie. 

This year, Kattegat's Pride made nine 
starts and was twice second and three times 
third while failing to win. Her lifetime record 
reads 19 wins from 54 starts. She was second 
nine times and three times third. 

Kattegat's Pride is one of the first horses 
ever bred by Steve and Sue Quick. They 
purchased her dam, Pilgrim's Pride, from 
Mrs. Ben Cohen at a Timonium auction in 
1977 for $5,400. Pilgrim's Pride was at that 
time barren but the following spring she was 
bred to Sagamore Farm stallion North Sea 
and from that mating came the fine gray 
mare. 

Foaled at the Quicks' 130-acre St. Omer's 
Farm in Harford county, Kattegat's Pride 
was unraced as a 2-year-old. But the follow¬ 
ing year she earned $110,000 while winning 
four stakes. She was so much of a standout at 
3 that she was voted the Maryland-bred 
championship over colts. She has been 


trained throughout her career by Joe Deve- 
reux. 

Mr. Quick, a native of Harford county, is 
one of that area's most successful builders, 
and his farm is a showplace. 

Katy's stakes wins are as follows: (1982) 
$50,000 Anne Arundel H, $30,000 What a 
Summer H, $20,000 Alma North S, $20,000 
Silver Ice S; (1983) $50,000 Geisha H, $50,000 
Jennings H, $35,000 Conniver H; (1984) 
$75,000 Gallorette H-G3, $30,000 Nellie 
Morse H, $25,000 All Brandy H. 

Hush Hush Flash 

Hush Hush Flash, owned by Morton Ros¬ 
en's Benray Farm, has been retired to stud 
and will stand the 1986 season for a fee of 
$2,500 live foal. 

A stakes winner of $171,650, Hush Hush 
Flash is by Arctic Flash out of Hush Hush by 
Groton. 

Farm manager Dennis F. Alexander re¬ 
ports that the horse's fee will not become due 
until the resulting foal stands and nurses. 

Hush Hush Flash won Pimlico's Federico 
Tesio Stakes and Laurel's Walter Haight 
Handicap as a 3-year-old in 1982. He placed 
in the Resolution Handicap as a 4-year-old 
and the Jennings Handicap at 5. 

Raring Writers' party 

The Maryland Racing Writers' Association 
has scheduled its annual awards dinner for 
Wednesday, November 13, at the Sheraton 
Inner Harbor Hotel. Profits will be used to 
help fund the MRWA's newly created Back- 
stretch College Educational Fund. 
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Joe Kelly, committee chairman, reports 
that the party will precede Laurel's Wash¬ 
ington International by three days. "We 
hope," said Kelly, "to have quite a few of the 
foreign race participants in attendance." 

The organization's educational fund is de¬ 
signed to help send a worthy backstretch 
worker to college. The recipient of the award 
will be chosen by a committee headed by 
Ross Peddicord. 

Potomac Fever grant 

Researchers in the Virginia-Maryland Re¬ 
gional College of Veterinary Medicine at Vir¬ 
ginia Tech have been awarded a $75,000 
grant from the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture to support a more advanced phase of 
their ongoing investigation into the mysteri¬ 
ous equine disease Potomac Horse Fever. 

USDA officials said the grant is one of only 
two equine research grants funded from 
among 34 individual proposals submitted to 
the department this year. 

The money will support an intensive one- 
year examination of the pathogenic mecha¬ 
nism and immune response of the disease, 
according to Dr. Yasuko Rikihisa, principal 
investigator for the USDA grant. 

The disease, which is characterized by 
fever, loss of appetite and diarrhea, has 
about a 30 per cent fatality rate. Evidence is 
growing that the fever, first recognized in 
Virginia and Maryland areas next to the Po¬ 
tomac River, has infected horses in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Idaho 
and Illinois. 


Potomac Horse Fever causes watery diar¬ 
rhea which gives rise to complications such 
as dehydration, shock and—in some cases— 
laminitis. Often, attending veterinarians 
must end the lives of horses stricken with the 
disease, using humane methods. 

"We don't know how horses develop this 
diarrhea," said Rikihisa, who, in the fall of 
1984, identified and isolated the organism 
which causes Potomac Horse Fever as a form 
of rickettsia. These intracellular parasites fall 
somewhere between viruses and bacteria in 
the classification of microbes. 

"We hope to learn more about it by ex¬ 
amining the enzyme activity and biochemi¬ 
cal components which are related to water 
absorption in the intestinal wall," Rikihisa 
said. 

For Love and Glory moves 

For Love and Glory, sire of the good 
stakes-winning 3-year-old filly For You and 
Me, has been moved to Celebrie Acres in 
Kingsville for the 1986 breeding season. The 
syndicate-owned stallion will continue to 
stand for a $2,500 live foal fee. 

Celebrie Acres was known as Merry Acres 
when owned by Dr. and Mrs. G.G. Mere¬ 
dith. The Merediths sold the 55-acre Harford 
county farm to Bryan Fullerton and his wife. 
Dr. Cecilia Garrett, last December. 

For Love and Glory is a 9-year-old son of 
Tinajero and the Porterhouse mare Our Love 
Affair. Our Love Affair is a full sister to 
Coaching Club American Oaks winner Our 
Cheri Amour. 
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What's New continued 


Himself a stakes winner of $155,188, For 
Love and Glory raced for Thomas J. Ken¬ 
nedy Jr. The horse was retired to stud in 1981 
and is represented by two crops of racing 
age. 

Benefice's first winner 

Maryland sire Benefice had his first win¬ 
ner in early August when his 2-year-old son 
Benecillin won first time out at Suffolk 
Downs. Benecillin was Benefice's first start¬ 
er. 

Bred by Kimball C. Firestone's Glenstone 
Farm, Benecillin won by 11 lengths in the 
good five-furlong time of :59M>. He was 8-5 
favorite, despite the fact that he was making 
his first start. 

Benecillin is owned by Harriet Price and 
Ruth Parisi. The colt was sold in the Fasig- 
Tipton 2-year-olds in training sale at Timon- 
ium this past May for $4,000. 

Benecillin's sire. Benefice, stands for a 
$6,000 live foal fee at Glenstone. Winner of 
his only start (in Ireland), Benefice is by Da¬ 
mascus out of Shuvee by Nashua. He is 
owned by a syndicate and is a Breeders' Cup 
nominee. 


Around the Farms

When the late Ephraim Winer's stakes 
producer Our Love—dam of his good horse 
Polarity—succumbed to an internal hem¬ 
orrhage only hours after foaling a filly (by 
Bronze Babu) back in February, 1967, the 
Savage (Md.) horse owner went to desperate 
lengths to save the foal. 

With the help of his veterinarian Dr. I.W. 
Frock, Mr. Winer got in touch with Ridgely 


Lee, a Finksburg (Md.) farm owner who was 
already raising an orphan foal of her own. In 
his telephone conversation with Mrs. Lee, 
Mr. Winer reportedly pleaded that if she was 
already raising one foal on a bottle, another 
wouldn't make much difference. Price for 
Mrs. Lee's care was unimportant. The only 
thing that mattered to Mr. Winer was that 
the filly not die. 

After receiving the filly from the back of 
Mr. Winer's station wagon, Mrs. Lee raised 
her by hand right up until weaning time. 
Later named Kiss From Ma (based on her 
affectionate exchanges with Mrs. Lee), the 
filly never made it to the races. And in her 15 
years as a broodmare. Kiss From Ma has 
managed to produce only five foals. But the 
efforts of Mr. Winer and Mrs. Lee certainly 
did not go for naught. Kiss From Ma's 3- 
year-old of this year is Regal Count, winner 
of the $100,000 Governor's Cup Handicap- 
G3 at Bowie this summer. 

The 5-year-old stallion South Atlantic 
(Ire) has been sold by Michael Wettach and 
partners to Japanese interests. The horse 
stood the 1985 season at Merryland Farm for 
a $5,000 live foal fee. Winner of the Grade 2 
Blandford Stakes in Ireland, South Atlantic 
was a winner of two races from six starts. He 
is by Mill Reef out of Arkadina by *Ribot. 
Plans call for his shipment to Japan this fall. 

Betty Miller, Merryland Farm's manager, 
reports that the 19-year-old stallion North 
Flight has been retired from stud duty. He 
stood for a $1,500 fee at Merryland and is the 
property of a syndicate. By Misty Flight out 
of North Page by Bold Salute, North Flight 
was a multiple stakes winner of $332,313. He 
has sired five stakes winners. 

Cricket Goodall has been appointed mar¬ 
keting manager for Jerry Hoffberger's Sun¬ 
set Hill Farm. And the other good news from 
Sunset Hill is that Run the Gantlet's 4-year- 
old son Commanche Run captured Eng¬ 
land's Grade 1 Benson & Hedges Gold Cup 
on August 20. Earlier, Commanche Run had 
won the Brigadier Gerard and Gordon 
Stakes, both graded events. 

According to Cricket, Commanche Run is 
now eligible for a one million pound bonus 
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should he sweep two additional fall headlin¬ 
ers in England—the Phoenix Champion 
Stakes-Gl at Phoenix Park on September 7 
and the Dubai Champion Stakes-Gl at New¬ 
market on October 19. "This," says Cricket, 
"is the first bonus of this type ever offered in 
England." 

Run the Gantlet, a foal of 1968, is by Tom 
Rolfe out of First Feather by First Landing. 
He entered stud in Ireland in 1973 and was 
moved to Sunset Hill Farm in the fall of 1980. 
He has sired 32 stakes winners, including 
three champions. He will stand the 1986 sea¬ 
son on a private contract basis. 

Both Merryland and Glenstone farms are 
on the market. 

Merryland is owned by Barbara Obre (who 
has been confined to a Towson nursing 
home for six years following a cerebral 
hemorrhage) and her son, Michael Wettach. 
Glenstone is owned by former MHBA presi¬ 
dent Kim Firestone and his father, Leonard. 

Betty Shea Miller, the Merryland manager 
since 1963, says she is confident that the 
impending sale will not cause the relocation 
of Merryland stallions Rock Talk and Lord 
Lister. 

Prior to Mrs. Obre's purchase of Merry¬ 
land in 1963, the farm was owned by Mrs. 
Miller. She had inherited the property from 
Danny Shea who was her husband at the 
time of his death in 1959. 

Wettach states that his mother's crippling 
illness has forced the sale of Merryland. Mi¬ 
chael will continue to live at Andor Farm, 
also owned by Mrs. Obre. 

All horses owned by Barbara will be sold 
this fall. "We'll sell eight yearlings in Mary¬ 
land," says Wettach, "and eight weanlings 
in Kentucky along with six broodmares. 
We'll also sell four race horses, either in 
claiming races or privately." 

Although the sale of Merryland (listed at 
$1.7 million) and the horses will reduce Wet- 
tach's participation in racing, he says: "I'm 
hooked on horses, so I'll be sure to find a way 
to sneak back in." 

Mrs. Miller's home adjacent to Merryland 
(called Merry Hill Farm) is not for sale. That 
property is owned by Betty and has no con¬ 


nection with Merryland other than the fact 
that it overlooks the Obre-Wettach farm. 

Glenstone Farm was created six years ago 
by Kim Firestone. The former MHBA 3-term 
president turned a run-down, weed covered 
200-acre cow farm into a showplace. 

Regarding his two stallions (Benefice and 
Century Prince), Firestone says: "I'm like 
Betty Miller in that I can't say definitely 
where our stallions will be next year. I'll do 
everything I can to keep them at Glen¬ 
stone—or at least in Maryland." 

The farm, which is located in the Middle- 
town Valley near Frederick, is advertised at 
$850,000. 

Firestone is also planning to sell all of his 
horses this fall. 

He will offer ten mares and eight foals in 
the Fasig-Tipton sales to be held at Timon- 
ium in October and December. 

Once his horses have been sold. Firestone 
will concentrate on a new business venture 
in South America. "I'm not selling my home 
in Middletown," says Kim, "and I plan to 
continue my residence there. But I'll be mak¬ 
ing quite a few trips to Ecuador where I'm 
starting a shrimp hatchery in partnership 
with a couple of other people." 

The Maryland Horse recorded a first last 
month when advertising copy arrived by 
helicopter. Flying the vehicle was J. William 
Boniface, owner of Bonita Farm. 

The unusual delivery was occasioned by 
this magazine's deadline and Bonita Farm's 
reservation of the back cover for an adver¬ 
tisement. Advised that the Maryland 
Horse might have to go to press without the 
ad, Billy promised near instantaneous de¬ 
livery. 

He told Barrie McGee, our advertising 
manager, to keep her eye out for a helicop¬ 
ter. When it was spotted, she was advised to 
go to the parking lot and await the copy 
which would be dropped from the helicop¬ 
ter. Boniface said he would not bother to 
land, since he was in a hurry to get to Pimlico 
to saddle a runner. 

Everything worked as planned. The copy 
was dropped (with a stone attached to it) 
and, quite happily, this magazine does have 
a back cover ad on Bonita Farm.

Once again displaying his talent over extreme dis¬ 
tances, Valuable Witness annexed his most im¬ 
portant victory to date in the Group 2 Goodwood 
Cup. The 5-year-old Windfields-bred gelding car¬ 
ried 126 pounds—seven less than highweighted 
Gildoran, a two-time winner of the Ascot Gold 
Cup—in the two and five-eighths mile British pat¬ 
tern race on August 1. Never seriously threatened 
by any of his six rivals. Valuable Witness won by 
five lengths in a time of 4:35.11. 

Valuable Witness, who has been undefeated in his 
four starts this year, was consigned by Windfields 
to the 1981 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Selected Year¬ 
ling sale, and transferred to England after being 
purchased on a $40,000 bid from George Black- 
well, agent. The gelding has raced throughout his 
career in the colors of Stavros Niarchos. His sire 
Val de TOrne (Fr), a champion at 3 in France, 
stands at Windfields Farm in Maryland. Friendly 
Witness, dam of Valuable Witness, is a second- 
generation Windfields broodmare who has pro¬ 
duced two other stakes horses: Leading Witness 
($106,759, Wonder Where S, etc.) and Friendly 
Letters ($105,639,2nd Canadian Derby Trial, etc.). 

The Goodwood Cup was one of seven pattern 
races included on the program at the week-long 
1985 summer meeting at "glorious" Goodwood, a 
picturesque race course in the southeastern part of 
England. Goodwood, dating back more than 100 
years, has long been a fashionable fixture on the 
British racing calendar.

Medaille d'Or, Wee Lavaliere gave at least five 

f )ounds to each of her seven rivals in Del Mar's 
unior Miss Stakes. After breaking from the num¬ 
ber seven post position, she raced well behind the 
early pace set by Fashion Dynasty and Al's Helen, 
then rallied strongly from the outside in the 
stretch and drew clear by two and one-quarter 
lengths. The 17-10 favorite Dream About You 
came on to place second by a head over Al's Hel¬ 
en. Next were Emblem of Dixie, Fashion Dynasty, 
Luck Galore, Markgetter and Jolla Preciosa. Win¬ 
ning tickets on Wee Lavaliere, who was third 
choice in the wagering, were worth $8.40.

Jim Casey, a high school athletics coach from Win¬ 
chester (Va.), is still reaping dividends from his 
victory in the 1969 Tri-State Futurity. When his 
horse Proud John won that $25,000-added event, 
Casey re-invested his purse money in several sav- 

S i purchases, including a small farm, a weanling 
ly by Bald Eagle, and a share in the stallion 
Spring Double. 

Now 16 years later, Casey's former $2,100 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky Fall sale weanling (named Save 
the Eagle) has to her credit as a broodmare six 
winners—four of whom are by Spring Double. 
Milady's Eagle, a 5-year-old daughter of Spring 
Double and Save the Eagle, rates as the best horse 
Casey has bred so far. 

Winner of two sprint stakes on the turf at Mon¬ 
mouth Park this summer. Milady's Eagle has 
earned $59,340 this year. She carried high weight 
of 120 pounds (at least six pounds more than each 
of her seven rivals), in the Platinum Belle Stakes 
and posted every fraction to score by two and 
one-half lengths. Times were :21%, :44% and 
:57V^. Milady's Eagle, who had set Monmouth's 
five-furlong turf record (:56%) when she won the 
Very Lucky Stakes on July 4, was odds-on favorite 
in the Platinum Belle. 

In between her two stakes wins, the Spring Dou¬ 
ble mare finished third in a five-furlong allowance 
race on the dirt at Monmouth. Winner of that race 
was the gelding Diggin Ditches, who went on to 
capture the Grade 3 Suffolk Downs Sprint Cham¬ 
pionship in early August. 

Milady's Eagle was trained this summer by 
Casey's 27-year-old son, also named Jim. The 
younger Casey rode races at Charles Town and 
Penn National several years ago, until he grew too 
big, and he returns this fall to his second year of 
veterinary school at the Tuskegee Institute in 
Montgomery, Ala.

A 7-year-old veteran who has won or placed in 10 
other added-money races, St. Brendan boosted 
his lifetime earnings to $315,968 when he won the 
Ventnor Stakes at Atlantic City on August 10. 
Sharing high weight of 119 pounds, the Mary¬ 
land-bred gelding came from off the pace to defeat 
frontrunning Ready Cash (by one length) in the 
final furlong of the mile and one-sixteenth con¬ 
test. Ready Cash held to be second, a neck to the 
good of late-rallying Tumbler. St. Brendan, 
posted as fourth choice in the field of six older 
horses, returned $11.40 on a winning ticket. 

Bred and raced by Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney 
Jr. of Locust Hill Farm in Glyndon, St. Brendan is 
a half-brother to Assault Landing ($108,189, 1983 
Gotham S-G2). Assault Landing (by Buckfinder) 
stood his first season at stud this year at Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air (Md.), for a $2,500 live foal fee. 
St. Brendan's dam. Trial Landing, also has a 4- 
year-old filly named Trouver, by Buckfinder, who 
is a winner of $42,435, and an unraced 2-year-old 
Buckfinder colt named Trial Flight. 

St. Brendan's greatest accomplishment was his 
victory in the Grade 3 Riggs Handicap as a 4-year- 
old in 1982, but he also placed second in the 
$50,000 Japan Racing Association Handicap in 
1981, and second in the Red Bank Handicap 
(1983), Chesapeake Handicap (1982) and Annapo¬ 
lis Handicap (1981). His third-place finishes in¬ 
clude the $100,000 Governor's Cup Handicap 
(1981) and $75,000 Longfellow Handicap (1983). 

Mr. and Mrs. Janney, highly distinguished mem¬ 
bers of the racing world, were also the breeders of 
the famous Ruffian, an unbeaten champion filly 
who met with disaster in a match race with Foolish 
Pleasure in 1975. Mrs. Janney is a daughter of Mrs. 
Henry C. Phipps, who bred and raced a number of 
champions, including Bold Ruler.

and won going away, in the $30,000 Maryland- 
bred juvenile fuly event. 

The Pimlico Nursery marked the third career start 
for Pressure Dancer, who had aired in a five and 
one-half furlong maiden special at Pimlico on July 
22. Although she was left at the gate in her de¬ 
but—a five and one-half furlong maiden special at 
Pimlico on July 1—the filly had rallied to finish 
second behind Right Rollicky. Based on the prob¬ 
lems she experienced in her first start, Pressure 
Dancer was equipped with blinkers in each of her 
subsequent races. 

A gray filly trained by Robert E. Wheeler, Pressure 
Dancer has the distinction of being the first starter 
from the freshman crop of Dancing Master (Fr), a 
10-year-old stud who stood three seasons for 
$2,000 live foal at Green Willow Farms in West¬ 
minster (Md.), before being moved to Karen Farm 
in Ocala, Fla., this year. Herman Braude, an at¬ 
torney in Towson and Washington (D.C.), is also 
the principal owner of syndicated Dancing Master 
(Fr). By Dancer's Image out of the multiple stakes 
producer Polana, Dancing Master won and placed 


in stakes races in France before being imported to 
the U.S. at the end of his 4-year-old campaign. At 
age 5 in this country, he placed second (by one- 
half length) to John Henry in the Hialeah Turf 
Cup. 

Mr. Braude, who maintains a small band of brood¬ 
mares which he boards at various farms, brought 
his first crop of homebreds (consisting of two 
horses) to the races last year. Both of those hors¬ 
es—Chrissy's Orbit and Dancing Darren—have 
won. But Pressure Dancer is Braude's first stakes 
winner. As Mr. Braude explains it, he purchased 
Pressure Dancer's dam. Pressured, about four 
years ago privately from Dr. Kenneth W. Fox. A 
half-sister to stakes winner Spartan Dancer 
($134,941, Arizona Downs H, etc.), 21-year-old 
Pressured has to her credit four other winners, the 
best of whom was Self Made, a filly of 1969 by Gun 
Bow who earned $23,371. Pressure Dancer was 
the first and only foal Braude got from Pressured, 
who has a history of fertility problems. When the 
mare failed to conceive after foaling Pressure 
Dancer two years ago, Braude donated her to the 
University of Maryland Horse Research Center.

Winter Mixed sale. Eta Carinae pushed her earn¬ 
ings close to the $100,000 mark this summer. 


Victorious in the second division of the Somers 
Point Stakes at Atlantic City—her first unrestrict¬ 
ed stakes win—the 4-year-old John Alden filly 
also earned checks while finishing fifth (behind 
White Linen, Duo Disco, Squan Song and Natural 
Grace) in the $30,000 Vodka Time Stakes at Mon¬ 
mouth Park on July 27, and third (to Carlypha and 
Isayso) in a division of Delaware Park's $40,000 
New Castle Handicap on July 14. 

Dispatched at odds of nearly 9-1, Eta Carinae 
charged to contention nearing the half-mile mark¬ 
er in the Somers Point Stakes and raced three wide 
for the remainder of the mile-long event, prevail¬ 
ing by three-quarters of a length at the finish over 
favored Furash Folly and the early leader, Linka, 
who gave way to finish fourth. Burst of Colors 
rallied to place third, a nose behind Furash Folly. 
Fractions were :23%, :47%, 1:10% and 1:35%. Final 
time for Eta Cannae's division of the Somers Point 
Stakes was one full second faster than that of the 
first division, won by You're Too Special. 

Eta Carinae was unraced at 2 because of a viral 
illness. Last year as a 3-year-old she placed in 13 of 
her 17 starts, won the Majorette Handicap and 
placed second in the Twixt and Windfall Hand¬ 
icaps. Her 1985 campaign commenced in April 
with an allowance win at Pimlico. She returned to 
score another allowance victory at Garden State 
Park, then placed second (by a nose, to Judaire) in 
the second division of the $40,000 Rumson Hand¬ 
icap at Monmouth Park on May 27. So far this 
year. Eta Carinae has not finished worse than fifth 
in any of her eight starts. 

Throughout her career. Eta Carinae has raced in 
the colors of Don Abrams, her buyer at the 1982 
sale. Her breeder, Neville Roy McKay, cam¬ 
paigned John Alden during the last year of his 
racing career.

Purchased (for broodmare purposes only) as a 
yearling at auction by McGinnes for $3,000, Re¬ 
gency Tale (by Vice Regent) is a half-sister to 
stakes winner Swain ($57,472, Vandal S). Mar¬ 
riage Mart is Regency Tale's second foal. Her first 
foal, a filly by Ambemash, died of colic as a year¬ 
ling. But she has, in addition to Marriage Mart, a 
2-year-old colt named Ricmar by Lydian (Fr) who 
was sold as a yearling and transferred to England; 
a yearling filly by T.V. Commercial who is entered 
in this year's Eastern Fall sale; and a suckling filly 
by Robellino. McGinnes, who still owns the mare, 
reported that she is back in foal to Bear Hunt. 


As a yearling. Marriage Mart was consigned to the 
Eastern Fall sale by her breeder Charles R. McGin¬ 
nes. She sold on a bid of $25,000 and was resold 
the following March at the Hialeah Selected 2- 
Year-Olds in Training sale for $35,000. Her current 
owners purchased her privately following that 
sale. 


"Getting $25,000 for Marriage Mart as a yearling 
was one of the most amazing things that has ever 
happened to me," commented McGinnes. "I had 
put a $10,000 reserve on her.. .

Clarence E. Elderkin Jr. 

Clarence E. Elderkin Jr., a lifelong member 
of the Baltimore county horse community, 
died last month at age 67. Mr. Elderkin, 
known to many of his friends as "Buddy," 
had been ill for several months. 

Mr. Elderkin lived with his wife of 36 years 
at Fair Winds Farm in Stevenson. He retired 
ten years ago as vice-president of the Con¬ 
solidated Engineering Company where his 
father had been chairman of the board before 
his death 21 years ago. 

In 1974 Mr. Elderkin and his sons gained 
considerable media attention when they 
captured two burglars in an exchange of 
gunfire at a neighbor's house. One of the 
burglars was wounded in the legs. The El- 
derkins went unscathed. 

Mr. Elderkin was a 1936 graduate of Mc- 
Donogh School and attended Johns Hopkins 
University. Both he and his father were in¬ 
volved in charitable activities at McDonogh. 

His survivors include his wife, Helen; two 
sons, Clarence E. Elderkin III and Donald 
Charles Elderkin, and a daughter, Sandra 
Sue Elderkin. He is also survived by one 
grandson and a sister, Helen E. Skinner. 

The family asks that memorial contribu¬ 
tions be sent to the Kidney Foundation of 
Maryland. 

Harrison Johnson and 
George F. Griffith 

Trainer Harrison Johnson, 45, and owner 
George F. Griffith, 47, were killed in an air¬ 
plane crash last month. Trainer Lawrence 
Homing Jr., the plane's only other occupant, 
was seriously injured but is expected to sur¬ 
vive. 

Johnson, a licensed pilot, was flying the 
plane when the accident occurred near the 
Woodbridge (Va.) airport. The three men 
were returning to Virginia from Saratoga. 


A native of Adelphi (Md.), Mr. Johnson 
had been a trainer since 1969 and had 13 
horses in his bam at the time of his death. 
Mr. Griffith, of Middleburg (Va.), was one of 
his owners. Griffith's best horse was the 
stakes winner Ballet Partner. 

The best horse ever trained by Johnson 
was Gusty O'Shay, winner of the 1973 
Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga. 

Mr. Homing had horses at both Saratoga 
and Pimlico at the time of the accident. He 
was returning to see one of his horses work 
at the Maryland track and then planned to go 
back to Saratoga the next day. 

Admitted to the Fairfax Hospital in Falls 
Church (Va.), Homing, 30, was reported to 
have fractures of the pelvis and skull plus 
other injuries. He was, however, moved 
from the intensive care unit to a private room 
within three days of the accident. 

Gene Plowden 

Gene Plowden, a retired racing writer for 
the Associated Press, died on July 30 at age 
79. Mr. Plowden co-authored with Joe 
Hirsch the book "In The Winner's Circle." 
He was an associate member of the National 
Turf Writers Association and for many years 
covered the Preakness at Pimlico. 

Henry W. Frost Jr. 

Henry W. Frost Jr., winner of the 1936 
Maryland Hunt Cup astride Inshore, died 
last month in Dallas, Tex., after a long ill¬ 
ness. Mr. Frost was 74. 

Bom in Virginia and a graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia, Mr. Frost was one of 
America's top timber riders during the 
1930s. He rode three times in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. In addition to winning with 
J.W.Y. Martin's Inshore, he finished fourth 
in 1935 astride Outlaw. In the 1937 renewal. 
Frost was seeking a repeat victory with In¬ 
shore but failed to finish the course. 

During World War II, Mr. Frost served on 
Gen. George Patton's staff. 

After the war, he moved to Texas where he 
founded Frost Oil Properties in 1946 and re¬ 
mained its owner for the rest of his life. 

Mr. Frost is survived by his wife, Clare; 
son, Henry; daughter, Clare, and one grand¬ 
child. 







Maryland-Bred Two-Year-Olds Excel 


On both the East and West coasts, Mary- 
land-bred 2-year-olds are bidding for cham¬ 
pionships. 

The big name in New York is Papal Power, 
bred and owned by Bayard Sharp. The 
chestnut son of Miswaki and Papal Decree 
won the $100,000 Hopeful Stakes-Gl at 
Saratoga last month by five lengths, defeat¬ 
ing the best juveniles to have raced this year 
at Eastern tracks. 

As for this country's leading juvenile filly, 
another Maryland-bred is making a bid for 
the championship. Her name is Wee Lava- 
liere and she is the winner of two stakes in 
California. 

Bred by Caroline Benson, Wee Lavaliere is 
by Medaille d'Or out of the First Landing 
mare Wee Landing. She was sold by Mrs. 
Benson for $8,000 as a yearling in Kentucky 
and is now owned by Gene Davis and Mel¬ 
vin Stute. 

Her stakes wins include the $50,000 June 
Darling and the $50,000 Junior Miss. 

Although Wee Lavaliere is obviously a 
good filly. Papal Power seems to be an even 
better colt. 

He is from the first crop of the Mr. Pros¬ 
pector stallion Miswaki who raced success¬ 
fully in France and England before returning 
to this country to earn over $111,000. Mis¬ 


waki stands at Walmac International in Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. His 1985 fee was $25,000 live 
foal. 

Papal Power's dam. Papal Decree by No¬ 
ble Decree, was purchased by Sharp for 
$42,000 as a yearling at Saratoga. She made 
nine starts and earned only $4,800. Her lone 
win came as a 4-year-old in a one-mile turf 
race at Delaware Park. 

The mare, now 9, had her first foal in 
1982—a filly by ^Hawaii named Pali. Pali has 
made only one start, finishing twelfth (and 
last) in a maiden race at Pimlico this past 
May. Mr. Sharp's trainer, Charley Peoples, 
says that Pali didn't run to her potential be¬ 
cause of a breathing problem. She has since 
been operated on and may return to the races 
this fall. 

Subsequent to the birth of Papal Power, 
his dam produced a filly by Halo in 1984 and 
was barren for 1985. She is now in foal to 
Miswaki. "We bred her back to Miswaki," 
says Peoples, "because I was impressed by 
Papal Power as a yearling." 

Papa Power made his debut at Pimlico on 
August 1 and finished second. In his second 
start (August 13 at Pimlico) the colt won by 
12 lengths over maidens while posting the 
remarkable time of 1:10%. 

"After that race," says Peoples, "I knew I 
had something special."

• It doesn't take much to make it hot. Just 
order a week-long fair in August in Howard 
county. Temperatures ran up to 100 degrees. 
Dust ran pretty heavy, also, with about 86 
per cent "dustimidity." Sunday was open¬ 
ing day at the Howard County Fair and 
about 90 horses and mules came out of the 
pastures of Maryland and nearby states for 
the draft horse and mule show. The judge 
decided right off the bat which ones he liked 
and which ones he didn't. Only thing is it 
took him from 9 a.m. to about 8 p.m. to tell 
the exhibitors and spectators. And there 
were a lot of spectators for it was the largest 
opening day in the history of the Howard 
County Fair, this year celebrating its fortieth 
anniversary. This should help insure the 
Maryland Draft Horse and Mule Association 
another year at the fair. Karla Stoner was in 
charge, ably assisted by anyone she could 
round up and talk into helping. 

• Perhaps fair board directors and mem¬ 
bers—and I'll make this nationwide—who 
make all the major decisions, should let up 
on the poor exhibitor. There seems to be an 
outdated policy on gate passes. For example, 
passes were mailed to exhibitors in the draft 
horse division. Great! But when you arrive 
with several vehicles carrying horses and 
equipment, you do not have enough passes 
to let all in the gate. The time spent haggling 
at the gate could surely be better spent get¬ 
ting ready for the first class. 

In my opinion, the people involved with 
the animals—and I mean horses, cows, pigs, 
sheep, goats, poultry, llamas or whatever is 
exhibited—should be welcomed with open 
arms. When a person is putting on the show, 
please do not charge him too deeply. With- 
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out these dedicated, hardworking, "labor of 
love" people, there will not be anything for 
the spectators to see at the fair. 

• The largest horse pulling contest in the 
history of the Howard County Fair was held 
on August 17. The weather had cooled from 
the 90 to 100 degree heat of mid-week and 
the sky was somewhat overcast. By one 
o'clock, 22 teams of heavy horses had made 
their appearance. The Maryland State Fair 
stone boat and weights were in place and 
waiting, the ground lines stretched taut. The 
horses had all been weighed in on the scales 
at the Baltimore Livestock Auction Market 
and the contest began at 2 p.m. with 2,000 
pounds of weights on the stone boat, which 
itself weighs 1,500 pounds. The lightweight 
teams pulled first, the honor of winning go¬ 
ing to the team of Clyde and Dan, belonging 
to Lester Specht of Somerset, Pa. They 
pulled 7,000 pounds for 23 feet, 1 inch, de¬ 
feating Tom and Mutt, owned by Robert An¬ 
derson of Clements, Md. Eleven teams com¬ 
peted in the lightweight division. 

The heavyweight contest had a similar 
number of competitors. The winning team, 
Tom and Crash, who weighed in at 4,500 
pounds, belong to James Howard of Ebens- 
burg. Pa. They successfully pulled 7,000 
pounds 14 feet, 10 inches. In second place 
were John and Pete, another team owned by 
Robert Anderson. Judge Marvin Abbott and

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MSA Holds 
Mixed Sale 
In August 

The Maryland Sales Agency's August 
mixed sale held August 11 at Timonium 
showed a 48 per cent rise in average price 
over the 1984 edition, but, because of a much 
smaller catalogue, gross receipts dropped 27 
per cent. Reserves Not Attained were the 
lowest for a Maryland sale for quite some 
time, only seven horses (10 per cent) being 
listed as unsold. 

Four horses (all broodmares and all con¬ 
signed by Larry Millison) brought $25,000 or 
more. The sales topper was Kasserine Pass 
who was bought by Doe Run Farms for 
$40,000. Kasserine Pass is a 4-year-old by 
Ack Ack. She was sold in foal to Mehmet. 

A total of 67 horses were sold (39 mares 
and foals, six yearlings and 22 horses of rac¬ 
ing age) which grossed $297,800 for an aver¬ 
age of $4,445. Last year, there were 136 sold 
in the August sale for a gross of $405,500 and 
an average of $3,004.

Shirley Geis 4-H honoree 

Maryland's highest honor of recognition 
to 4-H volunteer workers is the DEW award 
which last month was presented to Shirley 
Geis of Clarksville. The DEW award takes its 
name from previous 4-H leaders Mylo 
Downey, Dorothy Emerson and Sherard 
Wilson. 

Mrs. Geis pioneered Maryland's 4-H dres¬ 
sage show, has assembled 4-H horseman¬ 
ship contests and worked diligently on 4-H 
horse jamborees. 

In making the award, Dick Angus stated 
that Mrs. Geis makes "a tremendous impact 
on her club, her community and the state 
program." 

Diane Rachuba named 

Mrs. Diane Rachuba of Marriottsville has 
been named chairman of the 1985 Baltimore 
Jumping Classic, set for October 4-6 at the 
Baltimore Civic Center. 

In her new position, Mrs. Rachuba over¬ 
sees plahning and organization of the 5th 
annual Classic's ten classes of competition 
and many social activities. The Classic fea¬ 
tures the world's leading show jumping 
horses and riders competing for $87,500 
prize money, including a $50,000 purse in 
the October 6 Mercedes Grandprix of Balti¬ 
more. 

Mrs. Rachuba's horse show experience be¬ 
gan in 1973 when her daughters began com¬ 
peting. She became involved with the first 
Baltimore Jumping Classic in 1981 and she 
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planned and hosted the Classic's annual pre¬ 
event press conferences in 1983 and 1984. 

Mrs. Rachuba, whose husband Lawrence 
is on the board of directors of several Mary¬ 
land charitable organizations and was re¬ 
cently named to the board of directors of the 
Kennedy Institute, hopes to broaden the ap¬ 
peal of the Classic. "Those who follow the 
Mercedes Grandprix Series of Show Jump¬ 
ing already know that the Baltimore Jumping 
Classic has achieved a position of national 
prominence," she said. "Our plan this year 
is to offer many attractions in addition to the 
competition so people who don't yet follow 
show jumping can come to the Classic know¬ 
ing they'll have a good time." 

World Cup dressage 

World Cup dressage competition will be 
held for the first time ever in 1986. Similar in 
concept to the popular FEI/Volvo World Cup 
for show jumping. World Cup dressage will 
bring together the world's finest dressage 
competitors from leagues around the world 
to compete at Grand Prix and Grand Prix 
Freestyle. 

FEI World Cup dressage is sponsored by 
Nashua, a leading company in the field of 
photocopiers and computer data mediums, 
with branches throughout Europe. The FEI/ 
Nashua World Cup dressage finals will be 
held in s'-Hertogenbosch, Holland, March 
19-23,1986. 

North American dressage riders will be 
able to compete in the first FEI/Nashua 
World Cup dressage finals, thanks to an 
agreement between the FEI, the American 
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Horse Shows Association, and the Canadian 
Equestrian Federation which stipulated 
qualifying conditions for the 1985/86 season. 

For 1986 finals, conditions for North 
America will be as follows: 

• There will be two finalists from the United 
States and two finalists from Canada. 

• The U.S. and Canadian finalists will be the 
top two placings from each country's nation¬ 
al championships based on a combination 
score at Grand Prix and Grand Prix Free¬ 
style. 

• American riders who wish to qualify for 
the 1986 World Cup finals do not have to 
qualify to gain entrance to any of the five 
AHSA/USET national dressage champion¬ 
ships. However, their scores will not count 
toward the national championship unless 
they have qualified. 

For the 1986/87 World Cup dressage sea¬ 
son, CDI-W's will be sanctioned throughout 
North America with a semi-final at the end of 
the season to select the finalists.

Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 


■ Two severe hurricanes—nicknamed Con¬ 
nie and Diane—had dampened business at 
Maryland's half-mile tracks throughout 
much of the summer. Inclement weather 
was blamed for a 17 per cent drop in atten¬ 
dance at Cumberland. But conditions were 
back to normal for the Timonium meeting, 
from editor Raleigh S. Burroughs' descrip¬ 
tion: 

The falling leaves and southing birds 
Are certain signs of fall; 

The Fair is here and that's about 
The surest sign of all. 

The summer is—to use a rather 
Coarse expression—shot. 

But why, if fall is almost here. 

Is Labor Day so hot? 

■ Having recently boosted his earnings to 
$534,800, Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Social Out¬ 
cast surpassed Gallorette to become the 
(then) richest Maryland-bred in history. The 
first Maryland-bred ever to accumulate more 
than $500,000 in earnings, Social Outcast ac¬ 
counted for over $300,000 in purse money as 
a 5-year-old in 1955. (A gelding. Social Out¬ 
cast was to retire the following year with a 
lifetime total of $668,300. In the years since 
then, with inflated purses, only eight other 
Maryland-breds have exceeded that mark.) 
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■ The first crop of yearlings by the promis¬ 
ing young stallion General Staff (’‘Mah¬ 
moud—*Uvira II by Umidwar) had fared ex¬ 
ceptionally well at the 1955 Saratoga sales, 
with five colts and three fillies bringing a 
total of $74,200 for an average of $9,275. 
General Staff's owner Larry S. MacPhail 
subsequently accepted an offer to syndicate 
the stud for $240,000. Terms of the agree¬ 
ment called for the stallion to continue to 
stand at MacPhail's Glenangus Farm in Bel 
Air (Md.). 


■ Overall, Mr. MacPhail was the second 
largest single consignor at Saratoga in 1955. 
The baseball magnate sold 33 yearlings, av¬ 
eraging a "whopping" $11,271 for colts and 
$9,595 for his fillies. Nearly topping the sale 
on a $26,000 bid from Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
was MacPhail's imported colt by Nearco out 
of the Admiral Drake mare La Fleuriste. 

■ Among other prominent Maryland con¬ 
signors to Saratoga were brothers John and 
Joe Pons, of Country Life Farm near Bel Air. 
The Ponses received good prices for their 
two colts, both of whom were purchased by 
fellow Marylanders. Their brown colt by 
Lochinvar went to Mrs. Ben Cohen for 
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$8,000 and their chestnut by Greek Song was 
taken on a $6,500 bid by Sidney Watters Jr. 

■ Paddy Smithwick's victory aboard Rythm- 
inhim in the Beverwyck Steeplechase Hand¬ 
icap at Saratoga had marked the Monkton 
rider's fourth straight success in the event. 
Smithwick (who went on to become the sec¬ 
ond leading steeplechase rider of all time) 
won the Beverwyck with His Boots (1952), 
Sun Shower (1953) and King Commander 
(1954). 

■ Not just in this state, but all throughout 

the country, the popularity of horse shows 
was growing by leaps and bounds. The 
greatest increase in horse show entries ever 
recorded by the American Horse Shows As¬ 
sociation placed the sport's total participants 
16 per cent higher than the previous year. 
Among eastern shows reporting to the 
AHSA, 75 per cent were showing increases 
in entries, and figures from the West Coast 
were even higher. □

Editorial 


A Maryland-Bred Champion 

IVIax Hirsch trained for King Ranch, Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons for Wheatley Stable 
and Ben Jones for Calumet Farm. They had horses like Assault, Bold Ruler and 
Whirlaway. 

Racing was different in that era. The big outfits were owned by individuals (as 
opposed to partnerships, corporations and syndicates), and those owners each em¬ 
ployed one trainer who was in charge of everything. 

Not quite the same game today—unless you happen to find a pocket of oldtimers 
like, for example, Bayard Sharp who owns a 700-acre Thoroughbred farm in Delaware, 
four miles past the Maryland boundary. 

At the Sharp farm, Charley Peoples is in charge of everything. He went to work for 
Mr. Sharp as a jumping rider in 1944 and became his trainer in 1953. 

Breathtaking in its beauty, Mr. Sharp's property is a world apart—a model, 
perhaps, of the way things were when racing was a sport and not an over-the-counter 
commodity traded by speculators. 

Although Mr. Sharp, now 72, is obviously an extremely wealthy man, he does not 
have the dollars controlled by horse racing's corporate giants. In that sense, his horse 
operation is small. Total of 60 head, of which 15 are broodmares. 

So why all this background on an almost obscure breeder? 

The answer comes in two words: Papal Power. Owned and bred by Mr. Sharp, this 
colt is clearly the best Maryland-bred 2-year-old of 1985 and will probably wind up 
being national champion as well as winter book favorite for the Kentucky Derby. 

Let's hope it happens that way. 

After all, racing could never hope to have better representatives than Charley 
Peoples and Bayard Sharp.
